Our Old Colonies in Ameri- 
ca. 

The early history of the former Bri- 
tish American colonies must alwayB bo 
especially interesting to English read- 
ers. Every one, perhaps, does not 
realize that the British Government of 
tiie past century in its'colonial policy 
towards colonios .oi} this continent was 
first, extremely 'liberal, if not lax,then 
wrong-hoadfld on one or two points 
which caused war and the loss of half 
tho continont. Afterwards, with re- 
Hpeet to the remaining half now known as 
Canada,, tho British policy ; ya'S selfishly 
severe until the growth of sonsibla opin- 
ions in England aud a rebellion iu Can- 
ada had the effect of briDguig. Canada to 
the threshold of tliafc liberal; era of her 
connection with Britain which she now 
enjoys. It would bo an orror to supposo 
that tho old American colonios, now form- 
ing tho principal portion of tho United 
States, were hardly dealt with by Britain 
in general matters. This was notthe caso. 
It was tho folly aud obstinacy of Goorgo 
the Third, and his advisors, which drove 
the coloaies to resistance. Tho people iu 
North America, though divided into dif- 
ferent colonies, wore, really one people; 
they spoko alike; thoy looked to tho same 
ancestors; they Were governed by tho 
same common law. The ruling power in 
all was a house of Representatives . elected 
by a very wide suffrago, and a oouncil and 
governor. Iu manners; wealth and habits 
there was no great distinction 'between 
colony and colony— not nearly so groat as 

amongst . English, Irish, Scotch . and 
Welsh in the present day. . Each of those 
iu Britain has a distinct national charac- 
ter, modified, of course, very much, by 
incidents of rank, woalth, trade and pro- 
fessions In. these early American colonies 
nobody was. very rich, nobody was gross- 
ly ignorant, and very few were highly 
educated.' Tho only rank Was offioial.and 
therefore temporary, aud probably, upon 
tho whole, thoro was a flatter level, both 
natural and personal, than Has ever exist- 
ed before, or Will' exist again, among a 
numerous people. Even at tho present 
day in tho United States, where many 
causes of inequality have beeu at work for 
a hundred years, Mr. De Toequevillo's re- 
mark haB mueh truth in it, namoly, that 
there is more difference in civilization be- 
tween Normandy and Brittany in old 
France, .which aro united by a bridge, 
than there is betwaen Maine and Georgia, 
which are separated by fifteen degrees of 

latitude.

In this community everyone is ehBconced 
within a crotchet, and everyone is jealous 
of the crotchet of his neighbour. To do- 
scribe the crotchets would fill a page, and 
the page would bo lost, because our crot- 
chets are :not worth describing. Many 
British Columbians, when met abroad, 
seem different beings from what they are 
here; they behave like men of the world, 
and discourse complacently upon -the dis- 
cordant materials and the littlenesses of 
society in this place. But alas! when thoy 
return to Victoria, they live on orotohot- 
pie, like tho rest of their neighbours. 
Small gossip and sneering; a calm belief 
or 'rather a conviction that everbody is 
"playing a game;" a habit of intolerant 
Uughter directed against everything with 
"tioul" or "faith" in it — these aro speci- 
mens of what wo mildly called "crotcli- 
otB," though it might bo more correct to 
call tlnm, from ono point of view, by a 
strongor namo. We ore all ['like in tho 
above respects, all equally open to criti- 
cism ; no ono can stand aloof and aot the 
part of censor. Tho faults wo speak of 
aro perhaps not tho faults of individuals. 
Theso faults, and many othors we could 
name, may bo faults poculiar to all small 
communities in which thoro aro not na- 
tural loaders and no radiating centres^ of 
moral onergy and educated opinion. Were 
we an older society, oven though small in 
number, somo. men, by birth, wealth or 
position, would naturally take tho lead in 
useful movements, and matters would go 
on generally in a quieter aud bettor way. 
Wo aro at present a collection of scatter- 
ed particles that will not conglomerate, 
aud auti-pathetio oppositos that will 
combine. 



At a meeting of the National Byron 
Committee, after animated discussion, 
it was finally determined; that the 
statue of Lord Byron " should be of 
bronze, and, that the pedestal be con- 
structed out of the marble so gener- 
ously offered to the Committee by tho 
Greek Government.

Tho 
statue will ultimately bo erected iu 
tho Green Park, opposite to tho houso 
wberein Byron wrote "Tho Siege of 
Corinth." 

A telegram from Lourdes gives par- 
ticulars of the consecration of tho bas- 
ilica of. Notre Dame. Tho ceremony 
was porformed in tho presence of 
thirty-iive archbishops and bishops, 
and more than 100, 0U0 porBons receiv- 
ed iu tho open air tho blessing of Car- 
dinal Gaibort. The demonstration is 
desoribed as most imposing. 

At the' Vico-Chancellor's Court at 
Oxford, on Juno 30th, beforo Vice- 
Chancel lor Dr. Sewoll and Dr. Hol- 
land, Assessor, two undergraduates 
named James Campboll Vernon of 
Morton College, and Charles Robert 
Patey, of Exeter College, were sum- 
moned by tho Inland lievenue olliuer 
for wearing and using armorial bear- 
ings without taking out a licence Mr. 
Vernon pleaded guilty. Mr. Mallam, 
who appeared for tho Inland Revenue 
authorities, had no desire to press the 
case unduly against the dofondants, 
their only object being to remove the 
erroneous impression which prevailed 
amongst tho under graduates that 
thoy could wear the college crest with- 
out a licence. With regard to tho 
charge against Mr. Patey, Mr. A. J- 
Stone, an officer of tho Inland Ro- 
venuo, stated that ho saw the defend- 
ant in the Exeter boat, rowing bow. 
They made a bump, and when the 
boat stopped he saw tho defendant 
put on his head a blue cap, bearing 
the crest of the college.' Defendants 
wero fined Xo each.

Another Mussacre. 



The Reception of Lord Dufferiu. 

H.M.S. Amethyst bus received instrue- 
tions to leave Esquimau; this evening for 
San Francisco to moot His Excellency the 
Oovornor-General and suite and convoy 
thom to this Province. Arrangements 
have also bo mado to iusnro tho arrival of 
His Excollouey at Esipumalt at a fixed 
hour so that no inconvenience may ooour 
from delay. 



Owners "Wanted, 



By arrival of tho steamer Eliza Ander- 
son froui Puget Sound last night, news 
reaches us that Gen. Crook's command 
lias sliarod almost tho sumo fato as bofel 
Gen. Custer's a few weeks sinoo. Tlio 
massacre, in this iustaneo it is hoped, 
howeyer, is not so sweeping as was that 
which created such consternation and 
alarm wheu Custer was defeated. It is 
supposed, nevertheless, that upwards of 
800 of Crook's command bavo boon killed 
and that many more are wotuuled. The 
General himself escaped with his life. 

Tho following dispatch 'dated Chicago, 
July 2Sth, convoys tho. idea that Crook 
almost anticipated the fata which has 
overtaken him and that, like Custer, ho 
w.is vastly outnumbered by tho IndiausiJ 

"The Evening Telegraph's special says: 
It is believed at army headquarters that 
forces of Croak and Gibbon are not over 
HO miles apart, ami can readily bo brought 
within supporting distance. Crook feels 
that ho is going to have a hard time fight- 
ing, but intends to mako it deoisive. It is 
said that there are at least (1,000 warriors 
in tho field under Hitting Bull. It is fear- 
ed that the Sioux may have received ac- 
cessions from the Sioux in tho ISntish 
provinces, which might swell the hostile 
forces to 10,000. Tho Sioux, if driven to 
the wall by tho troops, will go north mid 
take refuge in the British provinces." 

Launch of the North Pacific. 

Tho commodious and favorite steamer 
North Pacific is afloat again. After re- 
ceiving new copper, and being thoroughly 
recaulked and otherwise strengthened she 
was successfully and easily launched from 
Laing's ways at a quarter to eight o'clock 
last ovening in the presence of a number 
of spectators. She was at onco towod 
.•iloDgsido Mr. Joseph's Spratt's wharf, 
wboro her machinery will be overhauled 
and renovated, after which she will re- 
sume her place on the Paget Sound route. 
The regularity of tho North, Pacific dur- 
ing the tiino she has been running in 
those waters, and the superiority of her 
passenger accommodation are qualities 
which have rendered her a great favorito 
with the people, and tho traveling public 
will hail with satisfaction her re-appear- 
ance on tho line. 

The boys' meeting at tho drill-shed last 
evening was very successful. About 200 
boys wore present and Oapt. Vinter, Lt. 
Wolfonden, Mr. Deasy and Mr. Sproat 
were loudly choered as they entered the 
hhed. Three strong companies were 
formed and the boys elected their own 
officers, as follows: No. 1 Company, Capt. 
F. Attwood; 1st Lieut., li. J. Pluminor; 
2d Lieut., Geo. Langloy. No. 2 Com- 
pany, Capt. J. Wark; 1st Lieut., J. Rich- 
ards; 2d Lieut., "\V. Flowiu. No. 8 Com- 
pany, Capt. H. Ella; 1st Lieut., T. Chad- 
wick; 2d Lieut., J. Randolph. Rocruits 
are wanted to add to these companies or 
to form additional companies. All tho 
companies will incut for drill on Friday 
next at tho drill-shod at half-past even, 
when recruits can. bo onlisted. 

A JJeal Nuisance.— Numerous com- 
plaints reach us relative to tho dreadful 
stinih arising from stagnant water under 
the sidewalk in front of the St. Georgo 
Hotel and adjacent premises. Tho atten- 
tion of tho City Council was called to tho 
nuisance' last Wednesday evening and the 
Street Committee were ordorod to "ex- 
amine and report." Whether they have 
examined wo do not know, but the nui- 
sance, which is paused by au overflow 
from the street drain, remains unabatod 
and is calculated to breed a pestilenco 
"without further notice." If tho Stroet 
Committee have the power to abate it why 
have thoy not exercised it? If they have 
not ;the power, they ought to have, so 
there's something wrong anyhow. 

PotJTioAL.— Hon. Mr. Humphreys, ex- 
Finance Minister, in accordance with no- 
tice, commenced a series of addresses to 
his 'constituents yesterday, speaking at 
H. Wain's, North Saanioh, at 2 p.m., and 
at the Prairie Tavern at 7:30 p.m. To-day 
lie will be in readineHS "to explain" at 
liurnside at 7;<J0 p.m., and to-morrow he 
will wind up the series by speaking at 
the School House, Cedar Hill. Several 
people from this city attended tho hon. 
gentleman's meetings yesterday. 

Skating Extraoiidivary. — As Loral 
Dufferin has decided to pay a visit to this 
Province it is advisable that ho shoald 
see British Columbians in every phase. 
A British Columbian on skates ought to 
catch his eye at once, so in order that 
fikators may by practico beoomo perfect 
before his arrival, the skating rink, Phil- 
harmonic Hal), will Li open on Saturday 
ovening next.

LAST NIGHTO DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, July 81. — Tho mulato 
man George wlio recently asserted 
that Charley Boss was alive nnd well 
and that ho could find him, has sud- 
denly disappeared, it is supposed in 
consequence of Glnnlie's father telling 
him ho could have him hung, which 
apparently alarmed him. Ross bo- 
lieve's George Las soon Charley since 
his abduction. Ho did not seoin anx- 
ious to got money now, and said it 
would cost about forty dollars to go 
where tho child is. 

About 1000 workingmcn met in 
Tompkinsvillo Square to-day. They 
declare 110,000 men aro oat of employ- 
ment in this city daily searching for 
work without success and are living 
on tho charity of frionds and neigh- 
bors. Thoy arranged a procession 
and, headed by fifteen policemen, 
marched to the Mayor's office in the 
City Hall. 

The longshoremen struck to-day for 
an increase of wages. Police reserves 
are out to proservo tho ponce. They 
waited upon the acting Mayor, Com- 
missioner of Public Works and Comp- 
troller this morning. Each promised 
to do his best to alloviato tho prevail- 
ing distress. 

New York, July 31.— Nearly 2000 
longshoremen havo quit work. No 
trouble has ensued aud tho men lounge 
along the streets and in the corner li- 
quor stores discussing tho situation. 
The stevedores say they can procure 
all tho men they want at lower wages 
and will not accede to tho demands of 
the strikers. 

The Loudon "Times" says Arch- 
bishop Butcher of Meath, Ireland, 
committed suicide while delirious and 
suffering from congestion of tho lungs 
and bronchitis. On his table was a 
slip of paper bearing tho single word 
"Mad." 

Philadelphia, July 81. — Tho excite- 
ment of Btock brokers in consoquouco 
of the collapso of tho Westonvillo pas- 
senger railway stock ou Saturday af- 
ternoon continues to-day without any 
abatement. At a mooting of tlio board 
this morning six firms of brokers an- 
nounced their inability to meet tho 
demands on them, and Westonvillo 
stock, which on Saturday afternoon 
stood at Gl, to-day stands at 27. There 
will be very heavy losses as a couso- 
quouce of the collapso, but nothing 
definite can be known for 2 or 3 days. 

Chicaoo, July 31. — There seems to 
bo no indications of an adjournment 
this week. Tho Senato will havo a 
long discussion over tho Belknap ver- 
dict, and tho houso is likely to have 11 
investigating committee reports to 
act on, each of which will promote 
moro or less discussion. 

New York, July 31.— It is reported 
that Garner by his will has left ono 
million dollars for the support of the 
opposition ferry running to Htaten 
Island, and that tho Now York yacht 
club houso at Stapleton is made a 
present to the club; it cost $174,000. 

St. Paul, July 29. — In pursuance 
of orders received yesterday from Gen. 
Sherman taking military control of 
tho Sioux agencies and treating tho 
absent Indians as enemies, to disarm 
and deprive them of their ponies on 
corning in or endeavoring to go out, 
and tu be arrested and held as prison- 
ers of war, tho commanding officers at 
Standing Rock, Cheyenne and Lower 
Brule agencies havo beon informed of 
tbeso orders and notified that thoy 
can havo all tho forco noedod for 
enforcing tho same. 

Colomhus, Ohio, July 29. — John 
Reeves, for 23 years employed in tho 
Columbus Postoffico, was arrested this 
morning for opening letters and ab- 
stracting tho contents. Moro than six 
months ago Iossoh in tho mails were 
reported by tho Columbus office and 
tho department, and sinco that timo 
special agent Henry and the postoffice 
officials havo boen engaged in investi- 
gating. At last, suspicion fell on 
Hooves and he was shadowed and 
watched through perforated walls and 
floors. Ho adroitly avoided a great 
many aud although detected two or 
threo timos of- late in opening letters 
was not caught iu tho act of abstract- 
ing money till this morning. Whan 
charged with tho crime ho confessed. 
Ho has beon taken to Cincinnati for 
examination. Ho was an active mem- 
bey of tlio Methodist Church.

EUROPE. 
London, July 2G. — Tho "Telegraph" 
publishes dispatches to-day from 
Stanley from whom five letters have 
just been received. Ono lettor bears 
dato of July 29, 1SG7, written at 
Muhyagn Island, Victoria Nyanza, 
and describes the voyago from King 
Metcsa's territory at the northern end 
of Victoria Nyanza. In this voyage 
Stanley aud party narrowly escaped 
massacre by tho savages and treacher- 
ous natives of Bumbyth. The natives 
wero benton off after a severe fight, and 
the party arrived safely at camp after 
encountering heavy storms. The 
socond letter was written from Duoni- 
vinig and dated August 15, 1875. 
Hero the explorers established a camp 
on tho mainland, within access of. the 
lake from Mahyaga. Stanley mado an 
expedition across tho lake to Ukkeron o 
island at its southern extremity, from 
whence he recrossed tho lnko again 
toward tho region of Ugunda while 
tho expedition was being transpoited 
in canoes. During tho return voyage 
Stanley inflicted severe punishment on 
the treacherous savages in Bumbyth 
for tho attack mado upon his expedi- 
tion, mentioned in tho first lettor. 
Stanley is amply supplied with men 
and moans sufficient to enable them to 
solve the problom still loft, open by 
his undaunted courage and splendid 
gifts as a traveller. 

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, July 2G. — Oliver S. Row- 
land, late sailing master of tho yacht 
Mohawkj.wftS rearrested yestorday on 
a charge of perjury. Tho arrest was 
made on complaint of ono of tho quar- 
termasters of the Mohawk, who testi- 
fies that Capt. Rowland did not, as ho 
had sworn ho did, cast off tho main 
sail, nor give any orders to hnvo it 
done, nor was thero a sail ordered to 
be disturbed by him. 

New York, July 26. — Tho defeat 
and capture of Trevnno, chief robol in 
the north, is reported, hut it is not con- 
firmed officially. 

It is stated that President Lordo 
only permitted his name to bo used as 
Presidential candidate as an offset to 
revolution, and that hu would decline 
inaugeration, when Iglesia, chief su- 
preme justice, will tako tho chair and 
immediately order a now election.
